No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such 
defects, in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 


Release: 
43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity 
or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or 
affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express 
or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
or otherwise.

The prevailing party (a party that is 
awarded substantial and material relief on its claim or defense) may be awarded its reasonable 
attorney's fees and costs. Judgment upon the award rendered by the arbitrator may be entered in 
any court having jurisdiction thereof; provided, however, that the law applicable to any controversy 
shall be the law of the State of Texas, regardless of its or any other jurisdiction's choice of law 
principles and under the provisions of the Federal Arbitration Act. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 

Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins in his youth, and as a teenager in 1963 began advertising coins for sale in national 
publications. Seven years later, at the age of twenty, he opened Steve Ivy Rare Coins in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions was incorporated. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief numismatist, buying and selling 
hundreds of millions of dollars of coins during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and 
the name of the corporation was changed to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries. Steve’s primary responsibilities now include management 
of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations 
with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved in numismatics, attending all major national shows. Steve engages in daily 
discus with industry leaders on all aspects of the rare coin/currency business, and his views on grading, market trends and hobby developments are 
respected throughout the industry. He serves on the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (and was immediate past president), 
is the current Chairman of The Industry Council for Tangible Assets, and is a member of most leading numismatic organizations. Steve’s keen 
appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past or present board positions on the Texas Historical 
Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, 
and national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is 
currently the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 





James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Jim Halperin and the traders under his supervision have transacted billions of dollars in rare coin business, and have outsold all 
other numismatic firms every year for over two decades. Born in Boston in 1952, Jim attended Middlesex School in Concord from 
1966 to 1970. At the age of 15, he formed a part-time rare coin business after discovering that he had a knack (along with a nearly 
photographic memory) for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, 
but after attending three semesters, he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim 
personally supervised the protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New 
England Rare Coin Galleries to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim merged with his friend and former 
atehiival Steve Ivy, whom Jim had long admired. Their partnership has become the world’s largest and most successful numismatic company, as well 
as the third-largest auctioneer in America. Jim remains arguably the best “eye” in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the 
PCGS World Series of Grading). In the mid-1980s, he authored “How to Grade U.S. Coins” (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), 
a highly-acclaimed text upon which the NGC and PCGS grading standards would ultimately be based. Jim is a bit of a Renaissance man, as a well- 
known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 20th-century American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist 
(he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time novelist. His first fictional novel, “The Truth Machine,” was published 
in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers. Jim’s second novel, “The 
First Immortal,” was published in early 1998 and immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. Jim is married to Gayle 
Ziaks, and they have two sons, David and Michael. In 1996, with funding from Jim and Gayle’s foundation, Gayle founded Dallas’ Dance for the 


Planet, which has grown to become the largest free dance festival in the world. 





Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age 
of ten, he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer’s table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew 
rapidly, and by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President and 
Manager of the firm's rare coin business. Today, as an owner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing 
the firm’s private client group and working with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active.

He has provided expert testimony for the United States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, 
and Philadelphia, and for the Federal Trade Commission (FTC). He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant 
collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. 
Additionally, Greg is a Sage Society member of the American Numismatic Society, and a member/life member of the PNG, ANA, and most other 
leading numismatic organizations. Greg is also Chapter Chairman for North Texas of the Young Presidents’ Organization (YPO), and is an active 
supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored “The Collectors Estate Handbook,” winner of the NLG’s Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the 
year. Mr. Rohan currently serves on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, in his second appointed term. He and his 
wife, Lysa, are avid collectors of rare wine, Native American artifacts, and American art. 





Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull’s managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and 
MIS for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software 
migration of all inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage’s successful employee- 
suggestion program has generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand 
business, and improve employee retention.

At 25, he was among the youngest people ever accepted into the Professional Numismatists Guild, and currently serves on 
its Consumer Protection Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join the Board of Directors for the Industry Council for Tangible Assets, serving 
as its Chairman 2002-2005. Todd served as Pinnacle’s President until his decision to join Heritage in 2006. In the Morse Auction, he became the only person in history 
to purchase two $1mm+ coins during a single auction session! Todd serves Heritage’s Legacy clients, many of whom had previously sought his counsel and found his 
expertise and integrity to be of great value. Todd really understands what collectors are trying to accomplish, and he has an uncanny ability to identify the perfect coins 
at the right prices while navigating complex and difficult deals with unsurpassed professionalism. 





Warren Tucker- Director of World Coin Auctions

a full-time dealer in coins since 1964, the last two decades devoted almost exclusively to world coins. According to Tucker, “I'm thrilled to be 
working once again with Steve Ivy and the other fine numismatists at Heritage, back in the center of the coin auction universe.

Warren became interested in coins at an early age, with his first purchase from B. Max Mehl’s Rare Coin Encyclopedia in 1947. He was also 
encouraged by a cousin who was a bank teller during the late ‘40s and early ‘50s, “at a time when it was not unusual for commemorative half 
dollars, Indian cents, Seated coins, and even an occasional Bust issue to cross the bank counter. At Georgia Tech, Warren was a member of Delta 
Sigma Phi fraternity, along with fraternity brother John Hamrick. To his first coin shop in Atlanta came customers with such interesting items as bags of Ptolemaic 
bronzes, and a hoard of BU Colombian 8 and 10 reales. According to Warren, “These 2 purchases sparked a passionate interest in world coins that continues today.” In 
1968, Warren joined Jack Boozer and Doug Weaver in business in Waco, Texas, where he first met Steve Ivy. Warren later moved back to Georgia, where he ultimately 
became a partner with John Hamrick at WorldWide Coin Investments of Atlanta. “World-Wide was one of the largest coin companies in the world at the time, and 
purchased such rarities as an 1894-S dime from Jerry Cohen, the Hydeman 1913 Liberty nickel (for $100,000), the Idler 1804 dollar ($80,000) from Abe Kosoff, an 
1838-O half dollar, and an 1876-CC twenty cent piece. We exhibited these coins at numerous coin shows and the 1913 nickel was featured in an episode of Hawaii 5- 
O entitled The $100,000 Nickel.” During the 1970s, Warren began more extensive travel throughout Europe and Asia to buy coins. In 1979, he first joined forces with 
Steve Ivy, opening an office in Atlanta. Associations with Richard Nelson and Ronald J. Gillio followed thereafter. After more than a decade in business for himself, 
Warren has once more joined forces with Heritage. 





Scott Cordry - Assistant Director of World Coin Auctions 

Scott Cordry has been collecting coins since he was a lad of 10, in 1959. Like many other numismatists, he started with a Redbook and a few 
of the blue Whitman Cent, Nickel and Dime folders. When the American coins that he needed got too expensive (“that is, when they were 
more than face value”), Scott began to collect world coins. His first interest was in Swedish coins, engendered by a visiting semi-athletic team 
that passed through San Diego.

He 
graduated from UC Berkeley with “great distinction’ and Phi Beta Kappa honors. After college, he worked for Worldwide Coins in Atlanta for 
a few months before going into business for himself, and then in partnership with Freeman Craig. In 1975, Scott again decided to pursue world 
coins independently, and he has been in the foreign coin business ever since. Scott is a member of the ANA, NI, AINA, ONS and IBNS, and 
has been a member of the IAPN as well, from 1979-1993. In addition to his private sales, Scott has been cataloging world coins for Heritage World Coin Auctions 
since October of 2002. 





Harvey Gamer - Cataloger 

Cataloger Harv Gamer has been collecting coins since the mid-1950s, selling his first coin for a profit in 1958. Unlike most young collectors 
of that time, he pursued world coins instead of American. He began dealing as a California teenager, and after his high school graduation in 
1967, he joined the USAF for four years.

As a prototype, this coin is of great importance among the 
New Coinage issues that commenced near the end of the long 
life of King George III. All were made on steam-driven coinage 
presses purchased by the Crown from Boulton and Watt’s manu- 
factory at Birmingham, the former Soho Mint, which did much 
coinage contracting for the Crown and others in the previous 
century. The machinery was transferred to the new mint building 
on Tower Hill, just northeast of the Tower of London, literally just 
outside its high stone walls. This is widely known and has often 
been mentioned in print. Less frequently noted is the obeisance 
on the coinage offered to his “boss” at the Royal Mint by the can- 
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tankerous Italian engraver of great talent, Pistrucci, who worked 
grudgingly under anyone, which makes his notation of “WWP” 
on the ground beneath the broken spear-end, to the left at the 
exergue on the reverse, all the more remarkable. The initials 
stood for William Wellesley-Pole, 3rd Earl of Mornington (a tube 
station is still named in his honor in Camdentown, London), 
an aristocratic elder brother of the Duke of Wellington who 
served in the political office of Master of the Mint from 1814 
to 1823, a cabinet office. Near the end of his term at the Mint, 
he became a member of the House of Lords, and under King 
William IV he was postmaster-general of Great Britain. Much 
might be said about Pistrucci’s placing of these initials on the 
new coins (it appears on the silver as well), and here they appear 
on one of the most important of Pistrucci’s engraved specimens.

Gold of medieval Scotland is generally very scarce in any grade, 
and seldom encountered in a condition or state of preservation 
approaching that of this piece. Upon the murder of his father in 
1437, the 7-year-old son of the same name became king, and of 
course his father’s coinage types continued. The design here is 
a bit less delicate than that of the father on its reverse, making 
it identifiable. James II was crowned at Holyrood and married 
Mary of Gueldres just 12 years later, at age 19. As was true of 
most of this age, for centuries in fact, the reign was occupied 
primarily in defending itself against threats from within Scottish 
borders. The gold Demy was valued at 9 shillings and was of 
22ct fineness under James II, and was struck only at Edinburgh.

oned by Elizabeth, who feared her and who only named Mary’s 
son as her successor on her death bed, almost with her last words 
— keeping the Scots from the English throne as long as she could. 
The billon bawbee was the coin of the common people during 
Mary’s reign, and millions were struck in the 1540s and ‘50s 
because there had been almost none made during the previous 
two decades. As the common coin, precious few escaped constant 
and long use. Most long since perished. How a coin of this quality 
ever came down to us in 2008 is nothing less than a miracle of 
survival.

Sisebuto largely funded the building of the 
church of Saint Leocadia in Toledo, and convened a synod of pro- 
vincial religious leaders in Seville in 619 in an attempt to create 
harmony among them.

Little is known about the origin of this coin with regard to its par- 
ticulars. Much like the British Military guinea, it was made to pay 
troops, or to purchase war goods, but unlike the Military guinea 
it is not certain where it was made or who made it, although 
certainly it came about during one of the many sieges that pock- 
marked the Peninsular War after Napoleon Bonaparte approved 
the “annexation” of Catalonia into his ambitious French empire 
in January 1812. Spanish patriots across the peninsula responded 
by engaging in some of history’s earliest guerrilla warfare (the 
term entered the English language from the Spanish guerra de 
guerrillas, which meant “war of little wars”). Spain was allied 
with Portugal and England against the little dictator. Among 
other possible origins of this piece was the Duke of Wellington’s 
siege of Ciudad Rodrigo, or Badajoz. These “little wars” contin- 
ued through 1812 and 1813, culminating in partial victory against 
Napoleon when an army of allies chased his army through the 
Pyrenees, although the Peninsular War did not end until 1814.
